BIENNIAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TREASURER OF STATE. 


OFFICE TREASURER OF STATE. 
LITTLE Rock, October 10th, 1882. 


To His Excellency, T. J. CHURCHILL, Governor of Arkansas : ۱ 


SIR :—In compliance with law, I have the honor to trans- 
mit herewith, detailed Statements numbered from 1 to 18, 
making together a full report of the transactions of the 
Treasury, for the two fiscal years ending September 30th, 
1882. I have omitted any statement of appropriations 
madé and- disbursements under them during my term, 
because from the condition of that account it would be 
unintelligible. The law requires all unexpended balances to 
lapse at the end of two years. It has been the practice to 
add unexpended balances, before the term for which made 
expires, to similar subjects of appropriation, provided (or 
to be provided) for by a succeeding Legislature. Hence 
the confusion. The difficulty was discovered so late it was 
impossible to remedy it in time for this report, as a new 
appropriation book will have to be made. | 

In the latter part of 1881, the condition of the Sinking 
Fund warranting, the State Board of Finance called for 
redemption Eighty Thousand Dollars of the 10 year, 10 per 
cent. Bonds of the State, and early in 1882, the payment, 


(4) 
by the Trustees of the Memphis and Little -Rock Railroad 
Company, of the amount due on the judgment of the State 
against that Company, enabled the Board to call in the 
remainder outstanding of said bonds, amounting to One 
Hundred and Eighty-one Thousand and Five Hundred 
Dollars. This has been effected, with the exception of a 
trifling amount, which was not presented and does not bear 
interest. By the meeting of the next General Assembly, 
it is believed all of said’ . Bonds—-originally $280,443.02— 
will have beeu redeemed and cancelled, at the Treasury. 
The amount of State, Scrip now outstanding, interest 


and non-interest-bearing—exclusive of the amount distrib- 
uted among the counties at the last apportionment of the 
Common School Fund—is about Fifty Thousand Dollars. 
It is impossible to arrive at the exact figures. 

The redemption of the 10 year bonds, and the near 
absorption of the floating (Serip) debt, places the State in 
better financial condition than at any time since 1860; and 
should the next Legislature deem it wise to continue the 
Sinking Fund Tax at the present rate of levy, the financial 
< situation " at the Legislative session in 1885, will justify 
consideration of the propriety of providing for the 
liquidation and settlement of the just and legal debt of 
the State. Taking as correct the estimate of the bonded 
debt contained in Statement No. 18, the acknowledged _ 
debt was, October Ist, 1882, $5,078,692. Of this | 
amount, $2,495,500 bears interest at the rate of 6 per cent., . 
and $22,000, at the rate of 9 per cent. per annum; $6,200 | 
bears no interest, and will be redeemed before the Legis- 
lature meets. The remaining $2,554,992, is unpaid interest 


accrued. ۱ | 

As a ODE of the State Board of Finance, it is not — 
improper to refer to some fruitful sources of revenue, not 
fully provided for in the revenue laws. The License System 
could be largely extended, with advantage to the revenue, 
and without hardship to tax-payers, by making it cover and

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regulate the exercise of many avocations not now taxable, 
and other avocations, and the sale of numerous articles, 
dangerous or injurious to health, life, society, and property. 
Among these readily occur such subjects: as Distillation, 
Rectification, and Brewing; the sale of Spirits, Wines, and 
Malt Liquors ; the sale of Manufactured Tobacco, Matches, 
Fire-arms, Powder, and other explosives, Coal-oil, Medi- : 
cines, and Poisons. In support of the possibilities of an 
extended license system, as to spirits, etc., and tobacco, the 
following official figures are adduced :

as the possible receipts into the State Treasury for two 
years from the sources stated. Indeed, these figures are 
below the real amount collected in thelast two years. The 
federal collections in 1881, and 1882, (the official reports of 
which are not now accessible,) without a doubt were much 
greater than in' 1880. The State collects nothing from 
tobacco, and the collection from liquor licenses was much 
reduced during the late term, by the operation of the ** three 
mile" and other special laws, passed at the last session of 
the Legislature. As a consequence of the i immense surplus ; 
in the federal revenues—nearly $200,000,000 annually, and 
growing in an increasing ratio—the repeal of the Internal 
Revenue Laws, embracing spirits and fermented liquors and

tobaeco, is one of the absolute certainties of the near 


future—to be accomplished, probably, before the adjourn- : 


ment of our next Legislature. 

In this connection, the large increase in population of the 
State, during the last decade, admonishes higher appreciation 
of the landed domain.of the State as a source of revenue 
and factor in the problem of the extinction of the bonded 
debt. Increase of price, and acceptance of acknowledged 
bonds and coupons in payment for forfeited and other lands, 
discontinuance of the Donation system, and substitution 
therefor of a Homestead system, allowing reasonable credit 


to actual settlers and cultivators, and payment-after proofs 


of bona fidei settlement and improvement are measures: 


which would add largely to the revenue, without burdening 
tax-payers. The official reports of the Commissioner of 


State Lands, for the years between 1871 and the Ist ` 


October, 1882, make the following exhibit of lands for feited 
for taxes to the State’:

redemptions, the State now owns, for disposal hereafter, 
3,000,000 acres of these lands, worth, at the federal mini- 
mum price, $1.25 per acre. If applied and held ۴ 
for this purpose, the proceeds of sale of these lands alone, 
would, in a brief period, pay every dollar of the just and 
legal debt of the State, without future taxation, ** Encour- 
. agement to immigration," was the foundation idea of the 
donation system. To say nothing of the abuses of the 
donation laws by speculators. and donees, now that the 
population of' the State approximates 1,000,000 of souls, it 
would seem ‘that the present is the auspicious time for 
a change—the morë “especially, as the financial interests 


and honor of the State demand it. Heretofore, the chief 
burden of taxation has fallen upon real estate. Personal

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property has not borne its fair proportion. Iti is manifest that: 
that permanent: interest i in lands which can not be hidden or 
removed, (nor can it avoid taxation, ) needs protection, ‘and 
ought not longer to be discriminated against, but the tenure 
should be made safer and more certain ; ; and that itis 
contrary to the interest and honor of the State to continue 
. the policy of giving away valuable property. : 

The changes made at the last session of the ره‎ 
in the fees chargeable by the Secretary of State, have added 
handsomely to the revenue, and are suggestive ‘of further 
action in the same direction. ` In this connection, there is 
need of. amendment in the laws providing for the payment 
of fees into the State Treasury. The Constitution (Art. 9, 
Sec. 11,) requires that ‘all fees * * * * shall be 
paid in advance into the State Treasury." The Act of 
February 1, 1875, providing for **an account of fees and 
emoluments'of office,’’ so far as State officers are concerned, 
seems rather an evasion than an effort to put in force the 
plain letter of the Constitution. The argument of incon- 
venience, if of any force, could be met by the use of stamps, 
purchased at the Treasury, in advance ; and if experience 
should approve the device, it could be extended, hereafter, 
to the fees of county officers, (restraining their compensation 
to the maximum limits of the Constitution,) to fees 1F 
deeds, certificates, seals, “legal blanks, etc., ۰ 

The operation of the Act of January 26, 1875, author- 
izing the transfer of suits pending in the Chancery Court of 
Pulaski county, upon notes for the purchase money due on 
School, Internal Improvement, Seminary, Saline, Bank and 
other State lands, has been far from good upon the interests 
ofthe State. This law deprives that court of jurisdiction — 
of cases outside of Pulaski county. The State's Attorney . 
has no authority to remove cases—the defendants alone 
having the option of transferring them. As the defendants 
naturally décline to take’ steps, to result in judgments 
against themsélves, the suits are practically suspended.

During my official term, of the suits brought upon the many 
notes in the hands of prosecuting attorneys, but one: 
collection, upon one note, has been reported, and. the 
amount paid into the Treasury ; ; nor has any report: ‘of the. 
condition of the litigation upon these notes been made. At 
present, the Treasurer, Clerk of Pulaski Chancery Court,. 
Commissioner of State Lands and the several Prosecuting 
Attorneys have each custody of some of these notes. It 
- would seem that amendment ‘of the law is necessary for 
the interests of the State, as the aggregate is very large. 
Custody of the notes should be given to one person, and ` 
management of suits for the recovery of money due upon 
them might produce better results, if conducted by a single 
officer, properly compensated. At present, no provision for 
compensation for their collection is made by law. | 

There is in the Treasury vault a vast accumulation of 
redeemed Serips, Bonds, Coupons, Swamp Land Warrants, 
blanks, and other useless matters, which occupy space to 
the exclusion of more valuable matter, and the hindrance 
of work. It would be well for the Legislature to authorize . 
their destruction, by a joint committee of both “Houses, | 
after being properly scheduled. There are also borne upon | 
the books, uselessly, several accounts which ought to be 
dropped, as they are kept concerning obsolete matters, 
valueless to the State, as will be apparent from a glance at . 
Statement No. 18, recapitulating the balances of the several 
Funds in the Treasury.
